BUSINESS AND GOVERNMENT 
The country will view favorably the an- 


nounced purpose of the administration to 
support pending bills "in congress to regu- 
late grain exchanges, packing establish- 
ments and coal production. 
The presi- 


dent's policy is for "less government in 
business.'' and there is a deal of sanity 
back of it. 
For twenty or thirty years . 


we have had trust busting, investigations 
without number and prosecutions of ev- 
ery description. We have had government, 
operation of the railroads and government 
regulation-of or participation in no end of 
private pursuits. In many respects we are 
worse off than we were when we entered 
upon this orgy of interference with busi- 
ness. We have, for instance, dissolved the 
Standard Oil trust and we are paying 
threp times the price for gasoline we paid 
when the combine had a free hand. The 
same is true of the coal industry. Govern- 
ment intervention does not seem to have 
lowered prices or to have improved qual- 
ities. Perhkps had economic laws been 
permitted to govern rather than laws of 
politicians we would all be better off. 


There is one phase of government regu- 


lation, however, yet to be applied, which 
is 
necessary 
to the protection and 


prosperity of the greatest producing class 
we have, the farmer. The proposal before 
congress to put the breaks on grain specu- 
lation through rigid control of grain ex- 
cha.nges is one which should be carried 
out. regardless of threats of boards of 
trade to close and of predictions that this 
legislation 
will prevent 
the successful 


marketing of grain and the stabilizing of 
prices. 


Figures we have before us state that the 


Chicago Board of Trade permits dealing in 
futures to the extent of 18.500.000.000 
bushels a year. The cash grain handled 
amounts to 325.000,000 bushels. In other 
words, for every bushel of actual grain 
sold on the sample tables. 57 bushels of 
"phantom grain" are sold in the pit. The 
amount of grain available for-actual deliv- 
ery on future contracts is 28 hundredths 
of one per cent. It is true of course that 
ther? must be future trading, but so far as 
regulation is possible it should be confined 
to bona fide transactions and not to gam- 
bling. 
The trouble with the grain ex- 


changes is that the gambling side has come 
<to overshadow if not -to dominate their 
dealings. The great bulk of all transac- 
tions is purely speculative. Very few buy 
grain;' nearly all bet on the price, and it 
is inevitable that this frenzied betting has 
an artificial effect upon the market. The 
grain exchanges contend that future trad- 
ing stabilizes the market, but that is true 
only in theory. Since speculation is nine- 
tenths of the business done in grain ex- 
changes, and since speculators can make 
no money on a stable market, the fallacy 
of the contention in actual practice is at 
once apparent. 


iWnile grain exchanges have adopted 


reasonable precautions 
to prevent cor- 


ners and the/danger of manipulation on 
the long side, they have done practically 
nothing to regulate short selling, which in 
its gambling aspect is altogether indefen- 
sible and ought to be prohibited. Large 
volumes of short selling are frequently in- 
dulged in to deliberately depress the price- 
-with injury and loss to holders, particu- 
larly farmers. 
The bill before congress 


seeks to minimize the admittedly bad fea- 
tures of grain exchanges. Whether it goes 
far enough can be determined by a trial 
of the proposed law. 
That it is a step in 


the right direction there can be no doubt. 
The farmer is entitled to the protection 
that rigid regulation of grain exchanges 
will afford, and it is gratifying to find 
that the administration is supporting legis- 
lation to reach this end. 


TWO PROTESTS 


Both chemists" and physicians rfre pro- 


testing against the extremists who would 
not only eliminate alcohol from all bev- 


erages but treat it as a product which 
should be handled only with tougs if not 
utterly destroyed. 
"The 
new 
Volstead 


billy says Dr. John E. Teeple cf the 
American Chemical society, <4is & menace 
to the industries and the business of the 
United States. The bill is the result either 
of total ignorance of the whole progress of 
modern science or of a fanatical and ruth- 
less disregard of public needs/' The em- 
ployment of alcohol is imperative, he says, 
not only in pharmaceutical preparations 
but in the production of innumerable es- 
sentials, including 
dyestuffs. smokeless 


powders, celluloid, poison gas, moving pic- 
ture films and many other manufactures. 
The requirements of the bill would "mar- 
kedly affect the cost of practically every- 
thing that depends on chemical processes.' 


The American Therapeutic society pro- 


tests against. 4he Volstead act's "denial 
of the physician's right to select his reme- 
dies and decide what doses of these reme- 
dies each patient requires." The assump- 
tion that alcohol is a poison and therefore' 
cannot be used as a medicine is ridiculed. 
Most medicines are poisons employed in 
limited quantities. Presumably the Vol- 
stead extremists are ready to reply that 
they are not interested in the alleged de- 
mands of medicine and alleged demands 
of industrial interests: they have time only 
to keep the devil on the run. Naturally they 
are kept busy, for in the midst of the tu- 
mult nature serenely continues its cease- 
less process of producing alcohol and sci- 
ence and men will continue to make val- 
uable use of it. 


HOUSE SHOULD STAND ITS GROUND 


Under the circumstances it may be that 


the house is justified in passing the Por- 
ter resolution declaring the war with Ger- 
many at an end. 
The political controversy 


which has arisen over the terms of peace 
and our relations with the allies has made 
this irregular and unprecedented method 
of terminating a war appear at least par- 
tially defensible. 
If the attitude of the 


peace obstructionists were sincere and if it 
really represented the will of the country 
we would have had 
BO dilemma of this 


kind to extricate ourselves from. Peace 
would have been concluded in the consti- 
tutional and sensible way. and it would 
have conformed to their views. "We would 
have deserted the allies and concluded a 
separate treaty with Germany. Thus far 
we have been saved from this course by 
the conscience of the nation exercising a 
restraining hand upon the politicians who 
have sought to make a plaything of Amer- 
ican participation in the war, of the trea- 
ty of Versailles and of the League of Na- 
tions 


Wnile any peace resolution is an absur- 


dity in itself and amounts to a confession 
that constitutional channels have failed 
and that government in certain branches 
has ceased 
to function, 
the resolution 


adopted by the house is far preferable to 
the resolution passed 'by the senate. The 
house resolution merely declares the war 
ended, and turns over to the president 
and the senate the negotiation of terms, 
either 
through 
a separate 
treaty or 


through the treaty of Versailles. While the 
senate leaders are reported to be deter- 
mined to 
force 
the 
Knox 
resolution 


through, they will never succeed in doing 
it. The attitude in the house unquestion- 
ably reflects the sentiment of the country, 
and it should, and doubtless will, stand 
its ground without yielding an inch on 
the essential differences between the two 
branches of congress. 


The Knox resolution repeals the decla- 


ration of war. not only an unnecessary but 
a highly compromising step. It would be 
difficult to conceive a more dishonorable 
or unsatisfactory termination of the great 
war from the American standpoint than 
the adoption by congress of a resolution 
which in effect repudiated our entrance 
into the war and all that we fought for. 
This coufd be the only possible construc- 
tion of a repeal which theoretically wiped 
the declaration of war from the records of 
the nation. 
"What possible excuse could 


there be for its passage? What possible 
excuse is there for its proposal? What is 
gained by it, unless %ve agree that we made 
a mistake in entering the war and now 
propose to apologize for our action and of- 
fer moral reparation? 


The Knox resolution brings the United 


Stales to the verge 
of a precipice that 


spells dishonor and shame for all time to 
come. It is nothing less than an affront to 


• everyoneofthe four million men who went 


to the colors in that momentous conflict, 
and whose prowess and sacrifices won 
the war for civilization. It is an insult to 
thp intelligence and patriotism of the na- 
tion- with the most humiliating inferences 
to our former allies, If the president and 


the senate cannot conclude peace in the 
regular manner, and if they cannot agree 
on what course of action to take in rela- 
tion to our associates in the war, the house 
can at least prevent the final surrender to 
hypocrisy and moral degration that adop- 
tion of the Knox resolution Avould repre- 
sent. We trust it holds its ground and 
saves the nation the modicum of self-re- 
spect its own peace resolution carries.

THE SUCKING DEFORMITY 


A correspondent writes: 
"Having read with much interest your article on 


biting and jaw deformity, I come to you for ad- 
vice. 
"I. too. am one of the unfortunates whose par- 


ents thought It cute when I started to suck my 
thumb at three months of age and continued for 
many years. 


"My lower jaw is all right, but my upper teeth 


extend out from one-half to three-fourths of an inch, 
making biting impossible, causing a slight impedi- 
ment of speech, and the only way in which I can 
close my mouth is to pinch it shut with my fingers. 


"Besides being unhealthful. this handicap 
has 


caused me much humiliation. I am now 24 years 
old. and aside from the deformitory my teeth are 
strong- and immaculate. 
"Can you recommend a reliable orthodontist and 
give me an estimate of his charge? Please don't be 
a friend and tell me I am foolish or too old. Time^ 
is no factor with me and I am willing- to take even 
a small chance." 


I should have as complete data ,on the dentists 


of the country as I have on the physicians, but 
even the dentists of standing and the officers of 
the dental societies whom I have asked for data 
are unable to supply it, so that I reqret I cannot 
recommend an orthodontist. The correspondent's 
ovm physician no doubt knows a competent one 
not too far from home. Many readers ask me to 
suggest dental specialists in -\arious parts of the 
country but for the reason mentioned I regret I 
can give no such information. 


Thumb-sucking is a vicious habit which should 


not he tolerated nor permitted to develop 
Instead 


of sucking the thumb the infant may suck a so- 
called "pacifier" or a "teething ring" or some other 
dirty, disease-producing object deliberately provid- 
ed by the irresponsible parent. Nail-biting is a modi- 
fication of the thumb-sucking habit. 


Idiots or imbeciles are particularly prone to de- 


velop these vicious habits. And a normal infant 
or child with such a habit gives the casual observer 
an impression of defective mentality, perhaps for 
that very reason. 


Aside from the uncleanliness and the danger of 


transferring to the mouth all sorts of filth and dis- 
ease germs, thumb-sucking, if permitted to continue, 
does produce some such deformity of teeth, jaws 
and palate as the correspondent descnbes. Occasion- 
ally the upper teeth are overlapping and crowded 
inward behind the projecting lower teeth. 


In the normal bite the front upper teeth overlap 


the front "lower teeth by a little less than one-fifth 
of an inch. 


The other day I saw some remarkable "before" 


and "after" casts of the jaws and photographs of 
the patient, a woman aged 20, who had started 
sucking her thumb at three months of age and con- 
tinued until eighteen years of age. The orthodon- 
tist had succeeded, after nearly two years of treat- 
ment by means of corrective appliances, in restoring 
almost a normal occulsion and in changing the ap- 
pearance of the face from that of a deformity to 
a practically normal one. But he said he had 
scarcely hoped to accomplish so much in one of 
that age. For the most part the othodontist's star 
patients are children from six to sixteen years of 
age. 
"With these younger patients he works mar 


vels, but it takes one or two 5fears to bring about 
a remodelling of badly deformed teeth and jaws. 


The fee is for the patient to arrange with his doc- 


tor. I can give no estimates of fees.

ence. 


Tho splintering 


of national boun- 
daries which the 
war brought about, 
as we all know, 
produced a large 
crop of new na- 
tions. 
It 
also 


brought before ths 
whole world two 
principles, which, 
jf not new, were 
at least for the 
first 
time 
made 


popular. These principles wore the 
' right of self-determination" and the 
"tights of small nations," or, as one 
wag puts it since the Versailles nego- 
tiations, "the small rights of nations." 
' It is true that the old-line diplo- 
mats and politicians who made the 
peace and who have held tho reins of 
power in Europe 
ever since, made 


light of these principles. The right of 
a people to determine its own poli- 
tical destiny has scarcely anywhere 
been made good, and the nghta of 
small nations have appeared to be 
whatever ths large nations found it 
convenient 
and profitable 
to allow 


them, 


Nevertheless, those two principles 


have become more than mers phrases 
for the simple reason that they have 
been grasped by millions of men. They 
have not besn put into* execution, but 
they have been enormously advertised. 
The peoples of these 
small nations 


cling to them with desperate hope, 
and cry out, above the clash of ar- 
mies and the sonorous 
rumble of 


diplomacy, to the people of -other na- 
tions. The whole world has" grasped 
the idea that a small and weak na~ 
tion may have rights, which it is not 
•strong enough to enforce, but which 
must nevertheless be enforced for the 
sake of justice; just as a small or 
weak man has rights with other men 
protect for the sake of pcjnciple. This 
principle of justice and cooperation 
instead of force and fraud is but im- 
perfectly enforced between -man and 
man, 
and force and fraud" of ten tri- 


umph. As between nations force and 
fraud seem to triumph almost al- 
ways. Yet it is by evolving this prin- 
ciple of justice and trying to live up 
to it that men have been 
able to 


emerge from the jungle, and live to- 
gether in larger and larger units- 
first in families, then in tribes, and fin- 
ally 
in great and well 
organized 


states. The extension of this princi- 
ple to the dealings of nations, so that 
the whole world may become the safe 
homo of all men, is surely the next 
step. 
It is an ideal, and you may 


damn it with the adjective Utopian if 
you wish, but it is the next step on 
the long road the race has been trav- 
eling ever since it canvs down from 
the trees. 


The Case of Lithuania 


So the small nation, addressing its 


plea to the conscience of the world, 
dessrves some attention. And where 


Is It to get that attention unless 
through the newspapers? 


Take the republic of Lithuania, for 


instance. In medieval times it was a 
great nation, as nations went in those 
days. Its kings clalnved a large ter- 
ritory and controlled it more or less 
successfully. 
In the course of time 


Lithuania became a province of Rus- 
sia, but it always remained distinc- 
tive. The chief reason for this is that 
its people are not Slavs, nor Asiatics 
of any other kind, but are tall blonde 
Nordics, of the same race that has 
given England and America, some of 
their best stock., This Baltic littoral 
on which Lithuania is situated is said 
by anthropologists to be tb/s original 
home of the Nordic type of man. Ita 
cold and cloudy climate evolved his 
light coloring and 
high thin nose, 


suited to breathe cold damp'air. From 
this region the Nordic type has spread 
over the whote world, all except the 
tropical and semi-tropical parts, which 
are not climatically suHed to it. 


When the crash came in Russia, 


Lithuania seized the opportunity to 
set up an independent republic. This 
republic was not in th* least like the 
Russian government, 
but modelled 


after our own. Having thus resisted 
the Bolshevik propaganda, of which 
the allied nations are so fearful, Li- 
thuania ought to have had their sym 
pathy. But Poland claimed a larg« 
part of the Lithuanian territory, and 
has seized about one-third of it. 
It 


is said a plebiscite would show beyond 
a doubt that the population of Li- 
thuania is overwhelmingly in favor of 
a Lithuanian republic and against Po- 
lish domination. But France wants a 
large and strong Polish nation as a 
buffer between her and Russia, and 
she has been trying to set up such a 
Poland ever since the war, with some- 
what 
distressing 
results. 
Hence 


France is against the claims of Li- 
thuania to an independent existence, 
and. in favor of giving most of the 
Lithuanian territory to Poland. 


England's Attitude 


England on the other hand, is»8ald 


to be favorable to the Lithuanian as- 
pirations, and this Lithuanian prob- 
lem is said to be on© of the several 
which are straining.relations between 
Britain and France. 


In this, as in so many other Euro- 


pean matters, the United States holds 
a sort of balance of power. 
If the 


United States should extend formal 
recognition to the Lithuanian repub- 
lic, 
its case 
would be enormously 


strengthened, probably won. . 


That is why Lithuania has hired a 


press agent, 
and put 
him here in 


Washington to tell the American peo- 
ple all about Lithuania and her as- 
pirations. 
If the American people, 


through their 
newspapers, can be 


convinced that the Lithuanian repub- 
lic should be recognized, it probably 
will be recognized by the American 
government in du« course. Meantime, 
most of the American public does not 
even know that there is a Lithuanian 
republic. 
Its official publicity agent. 


Mr. M. E. King, is up against one of 
the hardest jobs a press agent ev«r 
tackled. The methods of putting over 
a movie star or a candidate for Con- 
gress are well known and systema- 
tized, but when it corns to putting over 
a republic, the great profession of 
publicity has a new problem to solve.

the Koreans have lost their flaccidity 
and come back to a standard not un- 
worthy of their history, for they aro 
among the most ancient and distin- 
guished of peoples.

Not satisfied with this 
record the government had adopted a 
plan to add 100 primary schools each 
year for three years BO that the num- 
ber of public common schools is now 
between 700 and 800 and the enrolment 
more than 100,000. The government 
had also planned the erection of a 
Korean university. 


The cost of these great reforms has 


not been saddled indiscriminately upon 
the people. The national treasury of 
Japan Is contributing about 1,500,000 
yen a year to higher education in Ko- 
rea and for the rest the Japanese resi- 
dents there are paying by the house- 
hold almost twenty times as much as 
the Koreans. 


Instruction in these schools is In the 


Korean language. The Japanese have 
been accused of a purpose to annihi 
lato this tongue and force everybody 
to apeak Japanese. They deny it and 
certainly no evidence exists that they 
have any idea of imitating the steam 
roller methods that failed with the 
Germans in Alsace and Lorraine. Ja- 
panese is studied in the Korean 
schools, but so far as I could learn the 
Korean language, history and cul- 
ture are scrupulously respected. 


The Japanese have introduced a 


measure of what they are pleased to 
call self-government in Korea.
